The present communication responds to the Office Action mailed May 27, 2004, The 
Action requires that applicant elect a single group of claims to be examined. Applicant hereby 
elects the Claims identified in Group 1, Claims 2-9, 11, 12, 20 and 21 drawn to a gasket. 
Applicant makes the election with traverse. 

Applicant disagrees with the election requirement. Applicant disagrees that its magnet 
configuration concems a different invention than the gasket. The magnet configuration concems 
an element which is magnetized and has magnetized bands. Notably, Claim 16 limits the 
magnetized element to one made of plastic wherein particles of material to be magnetized are 
distributed. For these reasons, the election/restriction requirement should be withdrawn.
